In another section of the same newspaper, the editor simply reveals 
in bloodthirsty adjectives in which he demands that honor be 
satisfied. To a true citizen of this country, the United States of 
America, this is disgusting as well as nauseating. That many of 
these newspapers are trying for some unknown reason to influence 
public opinion is conceded. Many of the attacks by sympathizers— 
there are plenty for every waring nation—on the action of ‘‘the 
enemy’’ are filthy. From the general trend of these various articles, 
one would be lead to believe that the United States must become 
a participant on one side or another, or the war will not be con- 
summated until the last human being has been eliminated. 

Now, if these journals would be governed by a policy of truth, 
the people of Richmond and the entire United States would learn 
that the United States is not likely to be drawn into the war and 
that these special war dispatches are for the, most part the con- 
coction of some enterprising New York journalist. 

The people of the United States do not want war. The people 
of the United States have enough intelligence to realize that these 
editors who are continually clamoring for battle are for the most 
part ‘‘ancient barbs’’ who are past the age limit. 

Let. us hope that some of these newspapers will begin to realize 
that the people are getting sick and tired.of these continuous rep- 
ititions, for as a matter of fact these articles are for the most part 
the same in thought, although each succeeding issue brings forth a 
few new adjectives, just a little filthier.
